NOW BUYING ORDNANCE IN EUROPE 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.]— 
By far the most significant event of the day 
in the War and Navy departments was the 
order of Secretary Long detaching the 
Massachusetts and Texas from the imme- 
diate command of Admiral Sicard and or- 
dering them to Hampton Roads, where they 
will be joined by the Brooklyn, the Colum- 
bia, and the Minneapolis and will form a 
division of the north Atlantic fleet. 

No officer has been as yet officially des- 
ignated for what is known as flag com- 
mander, but Captain J. W. Philip of the 
Texas, a senior Captain of the five ships 
named, will exercise command for the pres- 
ent. This fleet constitutes what was orig- 
inaily described in these dispatches as a 
squadron for the protection of our coast, 
which would probably have occasion to go 
to Europe, and one of the duties of which 
was the heading off of the enemy. The 
fleet has come to be designated as the 
“Flying Squadron,” a name which will 
doubtless cling to it, although the fact that 
the slow Texas forms a part of the squadron 
may make the title something of a mis- 
nomer if the name is to imply speed. 

This is the most important action which 
the department has taken since the present 
excitement. The announcement of the for- 
mation of the squadron is coupled with a 
significant remark of Secretary Long, who 
explains that the ships are detached from 
the Sicard fleet “‘for strategic purposes.”’ 
He also states that “ the withdrawal of the 
vessels from the fleet at Key West and the 
assignment of them to a more northern 
point bears no relation to the protest of the 
Spanish officials against the assemblage of 
a large squadron in the vicinity of Cuba—if 
such a protest has been made,”’ 

These five ships will form a squadron of 
great power.e They represent the elements 
of strength in the United States navy. The 
vessels combine qualities of speed, protec- 
tion, and, armament, which make them a 
match for any five ships afloat in the world. 
Even the much maligned and underesti- 
ynated Texas is a ship which any navy may 
be proud of, despite the prejudice and super- 
sition which clings to it as the result of 
‘the disasters which have marked its career. 
It is likely that these five Ships will be 
augmented by others, possibly by smaller 
ships, such as the Machias or one of the 

tugs for which the Navy department is 
negotiating. 


War Footing for the Army. 


An important action in the War depart- 
ment was the perfection of a plan for plac- 
ing the army on a war footing in the event 
| of hostilities. The scheme was presented to 

the House and Senate committees in the 
form of a bill contemplating tlre organiza- 
tion of theinfantry. The plan was the prod- 
uct of & session at the White House, already 
referred to, in-which the President, General 
Miles, and Adjutant General Corbin of the 
army participated. 

The proposition does not materially affect 
the infantry in time of peace, the only change 
being the addition of one Major to each 
regiment, or twenty-five additional officers 
of that rank, involving an extra expense in 
the way of yearly salary of $87,500. The 
changes suggested will place the army ina 
condition suggested by the most modern 
military systems. In time of peace there 
would be 1,610 officers and 25,430 men in the 
army, practically the strength of the per- 
sonnel today. In time of war it is so ar- 
| ranged that the number of officers would 
be increased to 2,348 and the number of men 
to 104,384, divided into 12,0uu ror cavairy, 
16,500 for artillery, and 75,000 for infantry. 
The proposition meets with much favor by 
all military men, since it is based on the best 
principles of most efficient armies. — 

Ordnance material in large quantities is 
being bought in Europe for the army. Or- 
ders were given some days ago to commer- 
cial agents abroad to negotiate for rapid 
fire guns, mounts, and projectiles. It was 
found that this type of gun and heavier 
weapons could not be obtained in this coun- 
try in time for use, and it is one’of the most 
ominous signs of the day that the War de- 
partment has taken steps to acquire foreign 
ordnance without delay. These guns will be 
of a caliber not uniform with that of Ameri- 
can guns, and it will be necessary to buy 
projectiles and ammunition to supply the 
immediate needs of European ordnance. 
Steps have been taken at once, however, to 
provide shells of the requisite caliber, and 
the domestic factories are so ample that all 
the emergencies of the changed condition 
can readily be met. 

There is some apprehension lest the War 
department be not able to secure possession 
of these guns before hostilities commence. 
The officials, therefore, are guarding with 
great eare the extent of their purchases and 
the sources of supply. Efforts are being 
made to get the ordnance on shipboard be- 
fore there is any hindrance to the plans of 
acquisition,

ance expert, and recently commanding of- 
ficer of the New Jersey naval militia. 

The Puritah will be placed in commission 
on Saturday.

In addition to the purchases made abroad 
‘by the army ordnance office, bids.have been 
invited by General Flagler, army chief of 
ordnance, for sixty-one disappearing gun 
carriages. Twenty of these will be for 
mounting eight-inch guns, sixteen for ten- 
inch, and twenty-five for twelve-inch. Bids 
will also’ be Opened on Monday for manu- 
facturing 187 of ten-inch solid shot, 910 of 
twelve-inch mortar shell, weighing 800 
pounds each, and 500 of twelve-inch mortar 
shells, weighing 1,000 pounds each. There 
is a very general desire to bid upon these 
supplies, and the requests for specifications 
are numerous. There is some doubt whether 
reasonable prices can always be obtained 
when bids are opened on such occasions as 
the present. 


- Contractors Seek Good Profits. 


The $1,000,000 job to be let:at Key West 
.and Dry Tortugas resulted in six bids being 
received for work, which includé@d a number 
of steel coal sheds, a large amount of dredg- 
ing, and an electric light plant. The en 


fully $1,000,000, not only because the project 
was an extensive one, but because the site 
was inaccessible and the cost of transport- 
ing material excessive. The bids were sub- 
mitted in itemized form, and the department 
will not know who the lowest bidder is until 
they have been carefully computed, a work 
which will not be completed until tomorrow. 
All the bids are above the engineers’ esti- 


mate. 

Orders in relation to the infantry and cav- 
.alry troops have not been issued. As al- 
ready stated In these dispatches, everything 
is in readiness for the prompt movement of 
the regulars now stationed at interior gar- 
risons. 

General Merritt, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the East, has advised the War de- 
partment that four batteries of artillery at 
Fortress Monroe, ordered to proceed to 
coast fortifications, have ho Lieutenants 
attached to them, and that they must go 
to their new stations in command of one 
officer, the Captain. This will lead to as- 
signment back to regimental duty of a 
large number of army officers who have 
been on what is known as detached duty, 
such as the work at colleges and in con- 
nection with the State troops. The situa- 
tion is one which gives the army officials a 
good deal of concern, for they realize that 
subalterns must be provided for the artillery 
arm. The additionals and the Second Lieu- 
tenants who were graduated at West Point 
last year will undoubtedly be transferred 
from the cavalry and infantry arms to fill 
the vacancies in the grade of Lietitenant of 
artillery, and seven enlisted men will be 
promoted from the ranks for the same pur- 
pose. 

Progress in Enlistments. 

_ The department has been notified that the 
enlistment of 250 of the 1,610 men requited 
for the two new regiments of artillery has 
been accomplished to date. Enlisted men 
if infantry and cavalry regiments who for- 
merly served in the artillery will be permit- 
ted to transfer if they choose to rejoin the 
artillery at the sea coast.

SECURES A FAST TORPEDO BOAT 


Negotiations Are Nearly Completed for 
the Purchase of a Yacht of 
Unusual Speed. 


New York, March 17.—The Navy depart- 
ment in a few days will be in possession of a 
torpedo boat of the latest and most formid- 
able construction, which is nearly complet- 
ed. The boat is the property of Charles H. 
Flint of this city. A few months ago Mr. 
Flint placed an order with Charles D. 
Mosher for a steam yacht much larger than 
most private boats and to possess unusual 
speed. Subsequently Mr. Flint bargained 
with the Argentine Republic to let that 
government. have the craft for a torpedo 
boat. The plans were altered to suit its 
new mission and work was continued, 

Argentina decided latter that it did not 
Want the boat. The boat is to be a twin 
screw, with two engines of 1,200 horse-power 
each. It will be 180 feet long, five feet draft, 
and capable of a speed of thirty-one knots. 
Its coal capacity will be sufficient to allow 
it to cross the Atlantic. It will have ac- 
commodations for twenty-four men.

Maine Board of Inquiry Is 
Still Holding Sessions. 


RUMORS AS‘TO A’ VERDICT. 


Several Officials Leave Key West 
for Washington. 


‘MAINTAINI\G THE SECRECY. 
[SPECIAL BY RALPH D.. PAINE.] 
Key West, Fla., March 17.—Secgecy and 
mystery fairly smother everything con- 
nected with the inVestigation of the 
explosion. Further orders were issued yes- 
'terday to naval officers to refuse absolutely 
to answer any questions on the subject or 
Giscuss the topic in any way. This pro- 
hibition extends to the movements of the 
much-sought inquiry court and the sending 
of its report to Washington. 
The rumor current that Lieutenant Com- 
mander Marix, the Judge Advocate on the 
board, had gone to Tampa on the Olivette on 
his way to Washington was without founda- 
tion. Commander Marix was on the bat- 
tleship Iowa all day today with the other 
members of the court. The court has held 
at least one session today, but no corre- 
spondents were allowed on board the lowa. 


Sessions Not Concluded. 
Admiral Sicard has stated positively that 
the sessions are not finished. Several officers 
of the Maine went North last night.. They 
may have carried official .documents to 


here I am of the opinion that the report has 
not left Key West yet and that the investi- 
ation is still going on. 
. The only incident last night that may have 
had a significance was the sudden. order 
issued to Lieutenant Blow of the Maine, who 
caught the Tampa boat at the last minute, 
although he expected to remain here with 
most of the other officers. He may have 
carried documents, but this is only guess- 
work. Several officers of the Maine are still 
detained here. The reason given them for 
this is that they may be called before the 
court again.

- ‘Fern Goes to Havana. 

There are no unusual movements among 
the fleet except the sending of the Fern to 
Havana this morning. Two unidentified 
bodies of the Maine’s victims were buried 
today. The coffins were escorted by blue- 
jackets, who also were brought from Ha- 
vana last night. A simple review was held 
and there was no public demonstration. 

The steamship Comal is unloading about 
1236 tons of stores and ammunition for tHe 
fleet. When the Comal gets away from the 
dock the Detroit and Nashville will come 
in to carry projectiles, etc., to the fleet, 
which will then be ready to sail at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

The torpedo boat Porter arrived here to- 
day from the fleet at the Tortugas Islands. 


SICARD TALKS OF THE REPORT. 


He Declares That the Court Is Still at 
Work and the Findings Are 
Not Ready. 


Key West, Fla., March 17.—Not until a late 
hour tonight was the correspondent of the 
Associated Press able to ascertain from Rear 
Admiral Sicard the status of the investiga- 
tion. Admiral Sicard said: 

“Tt is impossible at this stage to say how 
soon the court will be ready to make its re- 
port. The members are ‘continuing “ their 
labors. “When they are ready to reéxamine 
the officers*of the Maine, whom I have de- 
tained here, they will either do so in the 
federal building or summon them to the 
Iowa. 

* The court’s report has not yet been made 
and I am unable to say when it will be made. 
The notion that it would be in Washington 
by Saturday probably was based purely on 
inference. It should be borne in mind that 
the work of the court necessarily progresses 
slowly.” 

Before reaching Washington the report 
must pass through the hands cf Rear Ad- 
miral Sicard. If it did not leave here today 
it could not reach Washington by Saturday. 

There is good authority for the assertion 
that the court probably will return to Ha- 
vana before reaching its conclusions. Great- 
er secrecy than ever is maintained, but it 
was ascertained by the correspondent that 
most of the time of the court today was 
occupied in revising the testimony.

SUBMARINE BOAT IS A SUCCESS. 


In a Preliminary Test It Runs a Quar-

The boat then had 
its conning tower and six inches of the su-

“There are six provinces in Cuba, each, 
with the exception of Matanzas, extending 
the whole width ofgthe island and ‘having 
about an equal sea front on the north and 
south borders. Matanzas touches the Carib- 
bean Sea only at its southwest corner, being 
separated from it elsewhere by a narrow 
peninsula of Santa Clara Province. The 
provinces are named, beginning at the west, 
Pinar del Rio, Havana, Matanzas, Santa 
Clara, Puerto Principe, and Santiago de 


the four western provinces, which consti- 
tute about one-half of the island. The 
two eastern ones are practically in the hands 
of the insurgents except the few fortified 
towns. These two large provinces are 
spoken of today as ‘ Cuba Libre.’ ) 

** Havana, the great city and capital of the 
island, is, in the eyes of the Spaniards and 
many Cubans, all Guba, as much as Paris 
is France. But having visited it in more 
peaceful times and seen its sights, the tomb 
of Columbus, the forts, Cabanas and Morro 
Castle, etc., I did not care to repeat this, 
preferring trips in the country. Everything 
geems to gO On much as Usual in Havana. 
Quiet prevails, and except for the frequent 
squads of soldiers marching to guard and 
police duty and their abounding presence in 
all public places, one sees little signs of war. 


Desolation, Distress, and Starvation. 
“Outside Havana all: is changed. It 
not peace, nor is it war. It is desolation an 
distress, misery and starvation. Every 
town and village is surrounded by a trocha 
(trench), a sort of rifle pit, but constructed 
on a plan new to me, the dirt being thrown 
up on the inside and a barbed wire fence on 


.} the outer side of the trench. These trochas 


have at every corner and at frequent inter- 
vals along the sidgs what are there called 
forts, but which are really small block 
houses, many of them nmiore like a large 
sentry box, loopholed for musketry, and with 
a guard of from two to ten soldiers in each. 
The purpose of these trocH¥w is to keep the 
reconcentrados in as well as to keep the 
insurgents out. From all the surrounding 
country the people have been driven in to 
these fortified towns, and held there to 
subsist as they can. They are virtually 
prison yards and not unlike one in general 
appearance, except the walls are not so high 
and strong, but they suffice, where every 
point is in range of a soldier’s rifie, to keep 
in the poor reconcentrado women and chil- 
dren. Every railroad station is within one 
of these trochas and has an armed guard. 
Every train has an armored freight car, 
loopholed for musketry, and filled with 
soldiers and with, as I observed usually 
and was informed is always the case, a pilot 
engine a mile or so in advance. There are 
frequent block houses inclosed by a trocha 
and with a guard along the railroad track. 


All Is Concentration and Desolation.’ 


“ With this exception there is no human 
life or habitation between these fortified 
towns and villages, and) throughout the 
whole of the four western provinces, ex- 
cept to a very limited extent among the hills, 
where the Spaniards have not been able to 
go and drive the people to the towns and 
burn their dwellings, I saw no house or 
hut in the 400 miles of railroad rides from 
Pinar del Rio Province in the west across 
the full width of Havana and Matanzas 
Provinces, and to Sagua la Grande on the 
north shore and to Cienfuegos on the south 
shore of Santa Clara, except within the 
Spanish trochas. 
' “There are no domesti¢ animals or crops 
on the rich fields and pastures, except such 
as are under guard in the immediate vicini- 
ty of the towns. In other words, the 
Spaniards hold in these four western 
provinces just what their army sits on. 
Every man, woman, and child, and every 
domestic animal, wherever their columns 
have reached, is under guard and within 
their ‘so-called fortifications. To de- 
scribe one place is to describe all. To re- 
peat, it is neither peace nor war. It is 
concentration and desolation. This is the 
‘pacified’ condition of the four western 
provinces. 

“West of Havana is mainly the rieh to- 
bacco country; east, so far as I went, a 
sugar region. Nearly all the sugar mills 
are destroyed between Havana and Sagua. 
Two or three were standing in the vicinity 
of Sagua, and, in part, running, surround- 
ed, as are the villages, by trochas and 
‘forts’ or palisades of the royal palm, and 
fully guarded. 

Pay Spaniards for Immunity. 
“Toward and near Clenfuegos there were 
more mills running, but all with the same 
protection. It is said that the owners of 
these mills near Cienfuegos have been able 
to obtain special favors of the Spanish gov- 
ernment in the way of a large force of sol- 
diers, but that they also, as well as all the 
railroads, pay taxes to the Cubans for im- 
munity. I had no means of verifying this. 
It is the common talk among those who 
have better means of knowledge. 

“All the country people in the four west- 
ern provinces, about 400,000 in number, re- 
maining outside the fortified towns when 
Weyler’s order was made were driven into 
these towns and these are the reconcentra- 
dos. They were the peasantry, many of them 
farmers, some land owners, others renting 
lands and owning more or less stock, others 
working on estates and cultivating small 
patches, and even a small patch in that fruit- 
ful climate will support a family. It is but 
fair to say that the normal condition of these 
people was very different from that which 
prevails in this country. Their standard of 
comfort and prosperity was not high, meas- 
ured by our own. But, according to their 
standards and requirements, their condi- 
tions of life were satisfactory. 

“ They lived mostly in cabins made of palm 
or in wooden houses. ‘Some of them had 
houses of stone, the blackened walls of which 
are all that remain to show that the country 
was ever inhabited. 


Quotes from Weyler’s Order. 

“The first clause of Weyler’s order reads 
as follows: | 

“*] order and command, first, all the In- 
habitants of the country or outside of the 
line of fortifications of the towns shall, 
within the period of eight days, concentrate 
themselves in the town so occupied by the 
troops. Any individual who, after the ex- 
piration of this period, is found in the un- 
inhabited parts will be considered a rebel 

nd@ tried as such.’ 
a> The other three sections forbid the trans- 
portation of provisions from one town to 
another without permission of the military 
authority, direct the owners of cattle to 
bring them into the towns, prescribe that 
the eight days shall be counted from the 
publication of the proclamation to the head 
town of the municipal districts, and state 
that if news is furnished of the enemy which 
can be made use of it will serve as a 


‘ ndation.’ 
Many. doubtless did not learn.of this 


order. Others failed to grasp its terrible 
Its execution was left largely to 
the guerrillas to*drive in all that had not 
obeyed, and I was informed that in many 
cases a torch was applied to their homes 
with no notice and the inmates fied with 
such clothing as they might have on, their 
stock and other belongingg being appro- 
priated by the guerrillas. 
Death or Disease a Result. 

— When they reached the towns they were 
allowed to build huts of palm leaves in the 
suburbs and vacant places within the trochas 
and left to live if they could. Their huts are 
about ten by fifteen feet in size, and for 
want of space are usually crowded together 
very closely. They have no floor but the 
ground, and no furniture, and after a year’s 
wear -but little clothing except such stray 
substitutes as they can extemporize. 

“ with large families or with more than 
one in this little space the commonest sani- 
tary provisions are impossible. Conditions 
are unmentionable in this respect. Torn 
from their homes, with foul earth, foul air, 
foul water, and foul food, or none, what won- 
der that one-half have died and that one- 
quarter of the living are so diseased they 
cannot be saved. A form of dropsy isa com- 
mon disorder resulting from these condi- 
tions. Little children aré still walking about 
with arms and chest terribly emaciated, eyes 
swollen, and abdomen bieated to three timcs 
the natural size.

Havana, Cuba, March 16.—[Copyright, 
1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—Dante apparently 
stood on the border of Inferno on his way 
out and looked backward. He has accu- 
rately expressed his feelings. After visiting 
a score of the camps of the reconcentrados 
in Cuba you feel like one who stands on the 
edge of Inferno at Havana and looks back- 
ward, 

Dante’s victims are living, but living in 
torment and misery; the most of the victims 
of the Cuban inferno are dead, yet enough 
live to accurately portray the former suffer- 
ings of those now in the other world. The 
richest country under the sun is now abso- 
lutely uncultivated, no gardens are growing 
to feed the starving. That they have died 
by thousands is beyond question. The offi- 
cial figures, which I have seen, prove this 
beyond a doubt. 

The Governor of Matanzas told me that 
when he entered office on Noy. 12, 1897, 
twenty-three persons starved to death on 
the same day in the palm-shaded park front- 
ing his palace. Matanzas has about 40,000 
inhabitants. In November last 1,500 recon- 
centrados were the victims of starvation in 
that city; in December 1,500 more crossed 
the river of death; in January 700 died; and 
in February 500. 
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The starving still remain, fearing butch- 
ery by the Spanish soldiers if they slip be- 
yond the limit. There are few if any’men 
among them able to use the hoe. The women 
are weak, wan-eyed, feverish, living skel- 
etons. The children are even{in a worse 
condition. A few weak tots, unclothed and 
unfed, gather at the railroad stations and 
around the restaurants, plaintively asking 
for aid. Their intonation is weak and as. 
plaintive as the cry of the pee-wee in North-. 
ern meadows. 

In Matanzas I saw an American citizen 
who two years ago was worth $150,000. He 
had a plantation within six miles of the city, 
where he raised vegetables and cattle forthe 
market. With others he was driven within 
the line. Today he is penniless, hardly 
knowing where to obtain the next meal for 

At Santo Domingo, a town of 800 inhab- 
itants, twenty-three miles away, the Mayor 
told me that 550 reconcentrados had. died. 
All the relief that had been sent to this little 
city was three of bags of rice. 

I talked with the Mayor of Santa Clara, a 
city of about 15,000 inhabitants. He is also 
an autonomist appointee. He declares that 
over 7,500 reconcentrados had died in this 
city alone. 

I have seen far more horrible scenes than 


I care to describe, They are not only hor- 
fible but revolting. One, however, I can 
never forget. I saw it while passing over 
a bridge at Matanzas. Below me lay a net 
which had been used in fishing. Near the 
net I saw what seemed to be a recumbent 
iron statue. At first I supposed that some 
one had thrown it from the bridge. Gazing 
steadily at it, it showed signs of life. It 
was the naked figure of a gigantic negro, as 
black as coal, and apparently in the, last 
stages of starvation. He lay in the hot 
sun, making a feeble effort to scratch his 
thin shank. He uttered no groan nor moan 
and cast no pitiful look upward. ' 
The vast majority of the reconcentrados 
are dead, but thousands remain. Looking 
backward over,the desolate camps, and those 
where remnants.of humanity are panting 
for life and dying for lack of food, I feel 
like one gazing upon the blackened embers 
of a fearful conflagration. The fertile plains 
are dotted with Spanish blockhouses and 
‘the chimneys of burned sugar mills. The 
fields are the prey of wild vegetation, and 
the whole country is apparently deserted, 
the combatants alone remaining. Even the 
buzzard has flown to the seashore in search 
of food, and rarely casts a shadow on fields 
once the most fertile and productive in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


there had been cases where they had dropped 
dead inside the market surrounded by food. 
These people were independent and self- 
supporting before Weyler’s order. They are 
not beggars even now. There are plenty of 
professional beggars in every town among 
the regular residents, but these country peo- 
ple—the reconcentrados—have not learned 
the art. Rarely is a hand held out to you 
for alms when going among their huts, but 
the sight of them makes an appeal stronger 
than words. 

* Of the hospitals I need not speak. Others 
have described their condition far better 
than I can. It is not within the narrow 
limite of my vocabulary to portray it.. I 
went to Cuba with a strong conviction that 
the pictures had been overdrawn, but a few 
cases of starvation and suffering had in- 
spired and stimulated the press corre- 
spondents and they had given free play toa 
strong natural and highly cultivated imagi- 
nation. Before starting I received through 
the mail a leaflet published by the Christian 
Heraki, with cuts of some of the sick and 
starving reconcentrados, and took it with 
me, thinking these were rare specimens got 
up to make the worst possible showing. I 
saw plenty as bad and worse; many that 
should not be photographed and shown. 


200,000 Die of Starvation. 


“TI could not believe that out of a popula- 
ti@n of 1,600,000 200,000 had died within these 
Spanish forts—practically prison walis— 
within a few months past from actual 
starvation and ases caused by insuffi- 
clent and improper food. My inquiries were 
entirely outside of sensational sources. 
They were made of our medical officers, of 
our Consuls, of city Alcaldes (Mayors), of 
relief committees, of leadéng merchants and 
bankers, physicians, and“Mawyers. Several 
of my informants were Spanish born, but 
every time the answer was that the case 
had not been overstated. WhatIsawIcan- 
not tell so that others can see it. It must 
be seen with one’s own eyes to be realized, 
The Los Pasos Hospital in Havana has been 
recently described by one of my colleagues, 
Senator Gallinger, and I cannot say that his 
picture was overdrawn, for even his fertile 
pen could not do that. He visited it after 
Dr. Lessner, one of Miss Barton’s very ablé 
and efficient assistants, had renovated it 
and put in cots. 


Graphic Picture of a Hospital. 

“T saw it when 400 women and children 
were lying on the stone floors in an inde- 
scribable state of emaciation and disease, 
many with the scantiest covering of rags— 
and such rags—and sick children naked as 
they came into the world. And the condi- 
tions in the other cities are even worse. 

* Miss Barton needs no indorsement from 
me. I had known and esteemed her for 
many years, but had not half appreciated 
her capability and devotion to her work. I 
especially booked into her business meth- 
ods, fearing here would be the greatest dan- 
ger of mistake, that there might be want 
of system and waste and extravagance, but 
found she could teach me on these points. I 
visited the warehouse where the supplies 
are received and distributed; saw the meth- 
ods of checking; visited the hospitals estab- 
lished or organized and supplied by her; saw 
the food distributions in several cities and 
towns, and everything seems to me to be 
conducted in the best manner possible. The 
ample fireproof warghouse in Havana, 
owned by a Cuban firm, is given with a gang 
of laborers, free of charge, to unload and re- 
ship supplies. The children’s hospital in 
Havana, a very large, fine private resi- 
dence, is hired at the cost of less than $100 
per month, not a fifth of what it would com- 
mand in this city. It is under the admirable 
management of Mrs. Dr. Lessar of New 
York, a German lady and trained nurse. I 
saw the rapid improvement of the first chil- 
dren taken there. All Miss Barton’s assist- 
ants are excellently fitted for their duties. 


Appeal for More Aid. 


“In short, I saw nothing to criticise, but 
everything to commend. The American 
people may be assured that their bounty will 
reach the sufferers with the least possible 
cost and in the best manner in every respect. 

“ And, if our people could see a small frac- 
tion of the need, they would pour more 
‘freely from their liberal] store’ than ever 
before for any cause. 

“When will the need for his help end? 
Not until peace comes and the reconcen- 
trados can go back to the country, re- 
build their homes, reclaim their village 
plots, which quickly run up to brush In that 
wonderful soil and clime, and until they can 
be free from danger of molestation in so 
doing. Until then the American people 
must, in the main, care for them. It is true 
that the Alcaldés, other local authorities, 
and relief committees are now trying to do 
something, and desire, I believe, to do the 
best they can. But the problem is beyond 
their means and capacity, and the work is 
one to which they are not accustomed. 

* General Blanco’s order of Nov. 13 last 
somewhat modifies the Weyler order, but is 
of little or no practical benefit. Its applica- 
tion is limited to farms ‘ properly defended,’ 
and the owners are obliged to build ‘ centers 
of defense.’ 

B s Rule No Better than Weyler’s. 

“Tts execution is completely in the dis- 
cretion of the local military authorities, and 
they know the terrible military efficiency 
of Weyler’s order in stripping the country of 
all possible shelter, food, or souree of in- 
formation for an insurgent, and will be slow 
to surrender this advantage. 

“In fact, though the order was issued 
four months ago, I saw no beneficent re- 
sults from it worth mentioning. I do not 


impugn’ General Blanco’s motives and: be- 
lieve him to be an amiable gentleman and 
that he would be glad to relieve the condition 
of the reconcentrados if he could do so with- 
out loss of any military @dvantage, but he 
knows that all Cubans are insurgents at. 
heart, and none now under military control 
will be allowed to go from under it. 

‘‘T wish I might speak of the country, of 
its surpassing richness. I have never seen 
one to compare with it. On this point I agree 
with Columbus and believe every one be- 
tween his time and mine must be of the same 
opinion. It is indeed a land ‘ where every 
prospect pleases and only man is yile.’ 

“T had but little time to study the race 
question and have read nothing on it, socan 
only give hasty impressions. It is said that 
there are nearly 200,000 Spaniards in Cuba 
out of a total population of 1,600,000. They 
live principally in the towns and cities. 
The small shopkeepers in the wo and 
their clerks are mostly Spaniards. ch of 
the larger business, too, and of the property 
in the cities, and in a less degree in the coun- 
try, is in their hands. They have an eye to 
thrift, and as everything possible in the way 
of trade and legalized monopolies, in which 
the country abounds, is given to them by the 
government, many of them acquire prop- 
erty. I did not learn that the Spanish resi- 
dents of the island had contributed largely 
in blood or treasure to suppress the insurrec- 


tion. 


“ There are, or were before the war, about 
1,000,000 Cubans on the island, 200,000 Span- 
iards (which means those born in. Spain) 
and less than half a million of negroes and 
mixed bldod. The Cuban whites are pure 
Spanish blood, and, like the Spaniards, usu- 
ally dark in complexion, but oftener lighter 
or blonder, so far as I noticed, than the 
Spaniards. The percentage of colored to 
white has been steadily diminishing for 
more than. fifty years, and is not now over 
25:-per cent of the total. In fact, the number 
of colored people has been actually dimin- 
ishing for nearly that time. The Cuban 
farmer and laborer is by nature peaceable, 
kindly, gay, hospitable, ight hearted, and 
improvident. There is a proverb among the 
Cubans that ‘ Spanish bulls cannot be bred 
in Cuba,’ that is, that the Cubans, though 
they are of Spanish blood, are less excitable 
and of a quieter temperament. Many Cu- 
bans whom I met spoke in strong termg 
again® bull fights, that it was a brutal in- 
stitution introduced and mainly patronized 
by the Spaniards. One thing that was new 
to me was to learn the superiority of the 
well-to-do Cuban over the Spaniard in*the 
matter of education. Among those in good 
circumstances there can be no doubt that 
the Cuban is far superior in this respect. 
And the reason of it is easy to see. They 
have been educated in England, France, or 
this country, while the Spaniard has such 
education as his own country furnished, 


- Negroes and Spanish Soldiers. 

“ The colored people seem to me by nature 
quite the equal mentally and physically of 
the race in this country. Certainly phy- 
sically they are by far the larger and strong- 
er race on the island. There is little or no 
race prejudice and this has doubtless been 
greatly to their advantage. Eighty-five 
years ago there were one-half as many free 
negroes as slaves, and this proportion was 
slowiy increasing until emancipation. 

“Tt is said that there are about 60,000 
Spanish soldiers now in Cuba fit for duty out 
of over 200,000 that have- been sent there. 
The rest have died, been sent ‘home sick, and 
in the hos$itals, and some have been killed, 
notwithstanding the official reports. They 
are conscripts, many of them very young, 
and generally small men, One hundred and 
thirty pounds is a fair estimate of their 
average weight. They are quiet ani obedi- 
ent, and if well drilled and led I believe 
would fight fairly well, but not at all equal to 
our men. Much more would depend on the 
leadership than with us. The officer must 
lead well, and be one in whom they have con- 
fidence, and this applies to both sides alike. 
As I saw no drilling or regular formation I 
inquired about them of Many persons, and 
was informed that they had never seen a 
drill. I saw perhaps 10,000 Spanish troops, 
but not a piece of artillery noratent. They 
live in barracks in the towns and are seldom 
out for more than a day, returning to town 
‘at night. 

“ They have little or no equipment for sup- 
ply trains or for a field campaign such as we 
have. Their cavalry horses are scrubby, lit- 
tle native ponies, weighing not over 800 
pounds, tough and hardy, but for the most 
part in wretched condition, reminding one 
of the mounts of Don Quixote and his squire. 
Some of the officers have good horses, mostly 
American, I think, On both sides cavalry is 
considered the favorite and the dangerous 
fighting arm. 

Don’t Know How to Fight. 

“The tactics of the Spanish as described 
to me by an eye-witness and participant in 
soms of their battles is for the infantry, 
when threatened by insurgent cayairy, to 
form a hollow square and fire away ad 
libitum and without ceasing until time to 
march back to town. it does not seem to 
have entered the minds of either side that 
a good infantry force can take care of itself

Strength of Insurgents. 

“He claimed that the Cubans had about 
30,000 men now in the field, some in every 
province, but mostly in the two eastern 
provinces and eastern Santa Clara, and this 
statement was corroborated from other good 
sources. They have a force all the time in 
Havana Province itself organized as four 
small brigades and operating in small bands. 
Ruiz was taken, tried, and shot within about 
a mile and a half of the railroad and about 
fifteen miles out of Havana on the road to 
Matanzas, a road more traveled than any 
other, and which I went over four times. 

** Arranguren was killed about three miles 
the other side of the road and about the 
same distance (fifteen or twenty miles) from 
Havana. They were well armed but very 
poorly supplied with ammunition. They are 
not allowed to carry many cartridges; some- 
times not more than one or two. The in- 
fantry especially are poorly clad. Two small 
squads of prisoners which I saw, however, 
one of half a dozen in the streets of Havana, 
and one of three on the cars, wefe better 
clothed than the average Spanish soldier. 
Each of these prisoners, though surrounded 
by guards, was bound by the arms and 
wrists by cords, and they were all tied to- 
gether by a cord running along the line, a 
specimen of the amenities of their warfare. 
About one-third of the Cuban army are col- 
ored, mostly In the infantry, as the cavalry 
furnished their own horses. This field of- 
cer, an American from a Southern State, 
spoke in the highest terms of the conduct of 
these colored soldiers; that they were as 
good fighters and had more endurance than 
the whites, could keep up with the cavalry 
on a long march and come in fresh at night. 


Political Situation. 


“The dividing lines between parties are 
the most straight and clear cut that, have 
ever come to my knowledge. The sion 
In our war was by no means so clearly 
defined. It is Cuban against Spaniard. It 
‘is practically the entire Cuban population 
on one side and the Spanish army and the 
Spanish citizens on the other. I do not 
count the autonomists in this division, as 
they are thus far too inconsiderable in 
numbers to be worth counting. General 
Blanco filled the civil offices with men who 
had been autonomists and were still classed 
as such. But the march of events had 
satisfied most of them that the chance for 
autonomy came too late. It falls as talk 
of “compromise would have fallen the last 
year or two of our war. If it succeeds, it 
can only be by armed force, but the triumph 
of the Spanish army and the success of 
Spanish arms would be easier by Weyler’s 
policy and method, for in that the Spanish 
army and people believe. 

“There is no doubt that General Blanco 
fis acting in entire good faith; that he de- 
sires to give the Cubans a fair measure of 
autonomy, as Campos did at the close of 
the ten-year war. He has, of course, a few 
personal followers, but the army and Span- 
ish citizens do not want genuine autonomy, 
for that means government by the Cuban 
people. And it is not strange. that the 
Cubans say it comes toolate. I have never 
had any communication, direct or indirect, 
with the @uban Junta in this country or 
any of its members, nor did I have with any 
of the junta which exists in every city and 
large town of Cuba. None of the calls I 
made were upon parties of whose sym- 
pathies I had.the least knowledge except 
that I knew some of them were classed as 
autonomists. Most of my informants were 
| business-men who had no sides and rarely 
expressed themselves. I had no means of 
guessing in advance what their answers 
would be, and was in most cases greatly 


surprised at their frankness.

GEN. WEYLER’S DYNAMITE PLOT 


Honore F. Laine Makes Startling Reve- 
lations About the Preparation to 
| Blow Up Ships. | 


New York, March 17.—The New York Jour- 
nal this afternoon prints a statement writ- 
ten by Honoré F. Laine, the newspaper cor- 
respondent recently arrested and searched 
by Spanish officials in Cabanas prison, Ha- 
vana, and later expelled from the island. 
This is the opening of Laine’s statement: 

* On Jan. 24, at 10 0’clock at night, I met in 
the Café Inglaterra, the headquarters of the 
reporters in Havana, Francisco Diaz, a re- 
porter of the rabid Spanish paper La Union 
Constitutional, with whom I frequently ex- 
changed news. On asking him if he had 
anything to give me he took from his pocket 
a letter and handed it to me, saying: ‘ Wey- 
ler wrote this letter to Santos Guzman, who 
sent it to Nove (the editor of the Union 
Constitutional) for him to read and write 
an article on the acceptance by Weyler of 
the candidacy of Deputy to the Cortes for 
Havana. I took this copy, which you can 
keep.’ The following is the alleged letter 
referred to above: | 

His Excellency, Don Francisco de Los Santos 
Guzman, Havana—My Distinguished Personal and 
Political Friend: Since the latest events I have 
changed my views about the attitude which our 
political ig Cuba ought to assume. If I have 
thought before that * was more dignified for us 
to abstain from the electoral contest, I believe 
now that it is a patriotic duty for us to go to the 

ls. Our success cannot be doubted, nor that 
with a program of defense of the national honor, 
we will have side by side with us all those luke- 
warm politicians who, though Spaniards by 
heart, are deceived by the inside combinations of 
Moret and Sagasta, and take as scientific solu- 
tions of our colonial problems what are really 
dishonorable humiliations of our country before 
the United States. 

Write on your flag, the flag of Spain, ‘* defense 
of national honor,’ and I offer you my name as 
your candidate. 

After having commanded during two years 200,- 
000 Spanish heroes in Cuba, I shall be proud of 
pe af oon of Deputy from Havana at the Cortes 
of Spain. 

By the way, I have read these days that the 
Americans are pondering about sending one of 
their warships to that city. During my command 
in Cuba they did not even dare to dream about it. 
boom knew the terrible punishment that awaited 

em. 


I had Havana harbor well prepared for such 
an emergency. I rapidly finished the work that 
Martinez Campos carelessly abandoned.

His 
friends were informed of his being im- 
prisoned by a cabman who knew him. Ac- 
cording to Laine, Chief Paglieri said to him: 
* Well, sir, we have you here secured, and 
let me tell you that the secret that I know 
you possess will never be known through 
you by others, as no one will ever know 
what becomes of you.” 

Laine replied: “If you think that you can 
murder me as.were Ariza and Posasa, the 
two young men who were taken from here 
and killed in the Cerro, you are mistaken.” 

The Colonel replied in a calm but stern 
way: ‘“ No, sir; I am not mistaken.” 

‘You may not be mistaken,” said Laine, 
“but I can tell you that at this moment 
the French as well as the American 
has been notified that I am here.” 

This changed the Chief's attitude some- 
what, but he persisted in trying to secure 
information from Laine. 

“TI know,” he said, “all about a copy of 
a letter of General Weyler which you have 
and the trouble you intend to cause with it, 
but I do not care very much about that. 

“What I want to know now, and I hope 
you will answer me in consideration of the 
good it may bring you, is what information 
you gave to the Consul, Lee, on the 21st of 
February about your suspicions of a plot 
suggested by that letter and the placing of 
dynamite mines in the harbor, with which 
fact you said you became acquainted during 
the period of your incarceration in the time 
of Weyler?”’ 

“This was really a surprise to me,” 
Laine’s narrative continues. “I had re- 
ferred to the incident of the letter to Gen- 
eral Lee and had also spoken to him about 
what I had seen during my imprisonment 
in the Cabanas fortress, which lasted for 
more than a yéar during the most bloody 
period of the reign of Weyler. 

“T had noticed for several nights mysteri- 
ous works which were being done in the 
fortress. On inquiring from a soldier whom 
I knew what it was, he informed me that 
they were carrying from the magazine of 
fortress .arge quantities of dynamite, 


Stich were being laid in the harbor. 


BERESFORD FOR AN ALLIANCE. 


English Admiral Argues Strongly for 
a Coalition of Britain and the 


United States. 


London, March 17.—Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, in an interview with a 
correspondent of the Associated Press, today 
warmly advocated an Anglo-American al- 
liance as ‘‘a move in the direction of peace 
and calculated to immensely develop trade.” 
He added: “ Such an alliance is natural, 
and I believe the mere fact of its conclusion 
would deter others from attacking any in- 
adequately defended interests of either coun- 
try. Now Is the time to accomplish it when 
the advantages are apparent to both coun- 
tries. A decade hence when, if she desires, 
the United Sthatés can have become a first- 
class naval power and will perhaps have 
adopted the policy of free trade, it might not 
be worth her while to undertake the respon- 
sibilities of an alliance with Great Britain. 
When America has built her navy she will 
be in a position to enforce her demands, 
which will not take her long now with her 
enormous latent resources and mechanical 
and engineering facilities. An Anglo-Amer- 
ican alliance would be the most powerful fac- 
tor in the world for peace and the develop- 
ment of commerce.”

Bill for Three Battalion For- 
-mation Now in Congress. 


IS A SWEEPING MEASURE. 


Enables the President to Meet a 
Grave Emergency. 


FOR A LONG TIME. 


NEEDED 


War Department Has Long Supported 
the New System. 


PROMPT PASSAGE TO BE URGED. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—Represen 
tive Hull of Iowa, chairman of the ee 3 
Committee on Military Affairs, introduced 
today a bill reorganizing the line of the 
army. It is a sweeping measure, making 
many changes in the existing system. It 
makes the peace organization of each regi- 
ment of infantry now in service hereafter 
embrace one Colonel, one Lieutenant 
Colonel, two Majors, ten Captains, twelve 
Lieutenants, ten Second Lieutenants, one 
sergeant major, one quartermaster 
one chief musician, two principal musicians, 
two battalions of four companies each, and ~ 
two skeleton or unmanned companies, the | 
organized companies to be constituted as 
now authorized by law. It is provided, how- 
ever, that nothing in the bill shall be con- 
strued as abolishing the office of Chaplain. 
in each regiment of colored troops. Section 
two provides that in time of war the Presi- 
dent, in his discretion, may establish a third 
battalion for each infantry regiment coh- 
sisting of four companies to be supplied 
by manning the two skeleton companies and 
by organizing two additional companies. 
The vacancies of commissioned officers in 
the additional companies shall be filled - by 
promotions by seniority in the infantry and 
by appointments as now. The bill then atu- 
thorizes the President in war time to in- 
crease the enlisted strength to not exceed- 
ing 250 total enlisted men for each infantty 
company, 100 total enlisted for each cavalry 
troop, and 200 total enlisted for each battery 
of heavy artillery, 173 total enlisted for each 
battery of field artillery and 150 total enlisted 
for each company of engineers. The quar- 
termaster, commissary, and veterinary ser- 
geants are to have the pay and allowances 
of sergeants of their respective arms. 

The rest of the bill, making provision for - 
war emergencies, follows: 

Section 4. That when recruited to their 
full war strength the President may add 
one Second Lieutenant to each troop ofcay- . 
alry and company of infantry and one First — 
Lieutenant and one Second Lieutenant to 
each battery of artillery, to be filled by pro- 
‘motions by seniority in the respective arms — 
to the service and by appointments as pre- 
scribed by existing law. : 

Section 5. That to facilitate the recruft- 
ment to their war strength of troops, bat- 
teries, and companies, the President in his 
discretion may in time of war authorise 
each or any regiment of the army to dray’ — 
its recruits from such States or Stare as 
may be designated by him; the recruits thus 
obtained to be credited as a part of the 
quota of troops called for by the United 
States from any State so designated, 

Section 6. That in time of war the Presi- 
dent shall cause the batteries of artillery 
authorized by law to be organized as heavy 
or field artillery as in his judgment the 
exigencies of the service may require. 

Section 7. That in time of war the pay 
proper of enlisted men actually serving in 
co operating against an enemy ghall 
bé increased 20 per cent over and above the 
ratss of pay as fixed by law; provided that 
in war time no additional increased com- 
pensations shall be allowed to soldiers per- 
forming what is known as extra or special 
duties; provided, further, that any soldier 
who deserts shall, besides incurring the 
penalties now attaching to the crime of 
desertion, forfeit ali rights to pension which 
he might otherwise have acquired; and pro- 
vided also that no bounty or money gratul- 
ties shall be paid by State or local authori- 
ties to a soldier as an inducement to 
in the United States military service. 

The bill is the result of an agitation fora 
plain and simple regulation organization 
measure that has been in progress for a 
long period. Secretary Alger and the War 
department officials and the members of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs have 
been conferring frequently about the pro- 
posed legislation and the present bill is the 
outcome of the deliberate consideration 
given to the matter by both the administ 
tion and the House committeé; The 
already has been tconsidered by a subcom- 
mittee of the Military Affairs committee, 
and it was unanimously agreed that it should 
be introduced and its passage pressed.

a question of the everwhelming superiority 
of our fleet as compared with that of a third 
rate, broken-down, bankrupt nation.

As to the relative strength of the two na- 
tions the United States has nothing to fear 
in a war with a dozen Spains at any time 
so far as battleships and cruisers are con- 
cerned. As to torpedo craft the dispatches 

It is well recognized among naval! officers that 
torpedo boats and torpedo destroyers are invalu- 
able auxiliaries for harbor defense, where they are 
sure of plentiful supplies of coal. Spain has ap- 
parently recognized the fact that torpedo banats 
can be built cheaply and speedily, and it has 
therefore accumulated a strong fieet and still has 
more building. According to the last report the 
Spanish government owned nine torpedo gun ves- 
els, fifteen first and three second class torpedo 
boats, while the United States has one torpedo gun 
vessel and seven first-class torpedo boats. 


This disproportion, however, is not fatal 
nor even dangerous. Having plenty of 
money there will be no difficulty in procar- 
ing abundance of torpedo boats, and they 
can be constructed with expedition. 
“ Rush ” orders have already been received 
at Bristol, R. I., and at Wilmington, Del., 
for the finishing up of the Morris and 
Stringham, and they will be launched in a 
few days. The swift yacht Mayflower, 
purchased by the government the other day, 
is to be made into a torpedo boat at once. 
Naval officers have examined four large 
ocean-going tugs and fourteen steam yachts 
at Boston which are suitable for transfor- 
mation into torpedo boats, and these the 
government will have in case of emergeticy. 
The fast yachts of the New York and At- 
lantie Yacht club have also been tendered 
to the government, and these can be rapid- 
ly turned into torpedo boats. A special dis- 
patch from Kiel, Germany, says Japan has 
purchased a torpedo corvette which was 
being built there for Brazil. Two more tor- 
pedo corvettes are also in process of con- 
struction by the Krupps for the latter na- 
tion. Being in a German port, it may have 
been given out that they were bought for 
Japan while in reality they may have been 
secured for the United States. And mean- 
while the House Naval committee is con- 
sidering the authorization of the construc 
tion of six torpedo boats and six torpedo 
oat destroyers. Even the torpedo boat dis- 
proportion cuts little figure as an element in 
the situation when the resources of this 
country are considered.

THE LESSON OF WEDNESDAY’S FIRE. 

The terrible fatalities attending the Wa- 
bash avenue fire of Wednesday last should 
call attention to some of the appalling con- 
sequences resulting from imperfect con- 
struction and management of buildings 
used for business and manufacturing pur- 
poses, especially in the heart of the city, 
where large numbers of persons are em- 
ployed within a limited space. One of the 
first of the defects to occur to the individ- 
ual who reflects upon that sad calamity is 
the lack of means of @xit from the building 
almost from the first moment after the con- 
flagration began, while the ordinary ave- 
nues only served to feed the fire. This is 
too often the case in buildings supplied with 
air shafts and elevators for access to the 
upper ‘stories. As a consequence a large 
proportion of the employés were imprisoned 
by the flames and either doomed to a horri- 
ble death or compelled to take the chances 
of escape searcely less dangerous to life 
by jumping to the street bélow. The num- 
ber of the injured—some of them fatally— 
from this cause furnishes its own comment. 

Another fact which should be taken into 
‘the account, and which should suggest ef- 
fective action by the authorities to pre- 
‘yent the repetition of a like disaster, was 
the prosecution of a manufacturing busi- 
ness in a crowded bnilding of this character 
ealling for the use of chemicals or other ex- 
plosive or combustible material calculated 
to spread and feed the flames. That much, 
if not all, the loss of life was due to this 
cause, coupled with the combustible charac- 
ter of the building and the absence of facil- 
ities for exit, is unquestionable. In the 
light of such a calamity it would seem to be 
high gime that steps were taken by the City 


stocks of material of this character in build- 
ings not thoroughly fireproof where large 
numbers of persons are exposed to danger 
as they were here. 

A condition which seriously interfered 
with effective work on the part of the Fire 
department was the elevated railroad on 
the Wabash avenue front of the building. 
So long as the streets are given up to the 
uses of the traction companies, both surface 
and elevated, it would seem reasonable 
that they should coJperate with the author- 
ities in times of great public danger like 
this. Is there not inventive ingenuity 
somewhere capable of producing a fire 
engine that could be held in readiness for 
just such emergencies as this and utilized 
upon the track of an elevated railroad, 
making it an aid rather than an obstacle to 
the successful fighting of a great conflagra- 
tion?

Many Spirited Contests. 

The polls will be open in 254 districts. 
Under a proclamation issued by Mayor 
Harrison all saloons must be closed during 
the hours voting is in progress. The city 
and county offices will be closed. There 
are spirited contests in many of the wards 
over both the town and Aldermanic tickets. 
Both Henry L. Hertz and Sheriff James 
Pease have been served with notices by vot- 
ers in their respective bailiwicks that the 
opposition forces are after their scalps. The 
fight is not so much against their candidates 
as to capture the organization, 

Should the anti-Hertz delegates in th 
Fourteenth Ward be elected they will nom- 
inate Alderman A. W. Beilfuss, as the so- 
called Hertz delegates are pledged in ad- 
Vance by indorsement of the Ward club to 
do.. The situation is different in the Twenty- 
fifth Ward. E. J. Piggott will contest for 
the nomination with Dr. Robert Griffith, 
who ts the choice of Sheriff Pease. It is 
claimed that Mr. Piggott has weakened his 
chances by having petitions already signed 
for his nomination as an independent in 
the event he fails to win out at the polls. 
These petitions may furnish the basis for a 
test of one feature of the law which has 
been the subject of controversy.

_Firemen Talk of Blame. 


The firemen are inclined to place a share 
of the blame on the system which allowed 
an immense stock of inflammable materials 
to be stored on floors connected by a large alr 
shaft, such as that which extended from the. 
third to the seventh floor of the Ayer Build- 
ing. The Peats wall paper concern had a 
large stock of papers stored in rows on the 
third floor, where the fire is supposed to 
have originated, and the National Music 
company carriéd seven tons of musi¢ In 
stock. The Olmsted company and the pho- 
tographic supply house, Sweet, Wallach & 
Co., added to the dangers, which immedi- 
ately attracted the attention of Marshal 
Horan five weeks ago, when he made an in- 
spection of the building. Marshal Horan 
reported to Second Assistant Chief Campion, 
and a warning was issued by the department 
to the Conover Piano cOmpany, lessee of the 
building, that it was unsafe for the purposes 
to which it was devoted. 

In the morning Fire Chief Swenie, just 
back from the Hast, instructed Assistant 
Commander O’Shea to make a personal in- 
vestigation of the ruined premises, and the 
latter spared no words in his strictures on 
certain alleged defects in the building. 
Architect L. G. Hallberg, who, drew the 
plans and specifications of the bufiding, took 
issue strongly with Mr. O’Shea, and pro- 
duced his specification book to show at- 
tention had been paid to the points which 
Mr. O'Shea criticised. 

The Building department itself is blamed 
for part of the horror. Had there been a 
fire escape on the front of the building the 
three men who leaped from upper windows 
and window ledges would probably have 
been able to save themselves in the same 
manner as the score or more of persons who 
climbed down the fire escape in the alley. 
“The State law ef 1885 requires one or 
more fire escapes for every building over 
three stories in height, and in buildings used 
for manufacturing purposes the law de- 
mands a fire escape for every group of fifty 
persons working above the second floor. 
The city authorities are vested with power 
to force compliance with the law at any 
time, and even the grand jury is author- 
ized to investigate ahd cause the Sheriff 
to serve owners of buildings with notices 
to comply with the law within thirty days. 
A fine of from $25 to §200 for the first of- 


fense and of $50 a week for neglect to obey. 


the notice so served is provided for in the 
law. 

Manufacturing operations were conduct- 
ed on several floors, and yet there was only 
one eighteen-inch fire escape for the build- 
ing, 80x160 feet in size and seven stories 
high. The latest building ordinance re- 
quires the fire escapes to be so Jocated and 
in such numbers as to satisfy the Building 
Commissioner, the Fire Marshal, and the 


inspector of fire escapes. 
Not a Cheap Building. 

Assistant Commissioner O’Shea in his re- 
port declared no report of the issuance of a 
permit for the Ayer Building could be found 
in the department records, which he had in- 
vestigated from 1879 to the present year, It 
was learned from Simon Florshiem and 
Architect ‘Hallberg that the building was 
constructed in 1890, work having been begun 
in 1889, and continued until May of the fol- 
lowing year. | 

“ This was not.a cheap building,’ said Mr. 
O’Shea. ‘* Plenty of first-class materials ap- 
pear to have been used, but the work was 
‘scamped ’ in vital points. It is an example 
of pure carelessness on somebody’s part, as 
the cost of doing properly what was neglect- 
ed in this case would not have exceeded $200 
for the whole building. | 

“ The building was seven stories high, mill 
constructed, with iron front and rear walls. 
Interior columns of iron supported wooden 
girders which rested on fron flanges cast on 
the columns. There were no anchors of any 
kind on the front or rear walls or the interior 
girders. There was no continuous tie from 
the front to the rear wall, which was abso- 
lutely essential to the stability of the build- 
ing. Had proper precautions been taken thé 
walls would not have collapsed until the 
girders had either burned or broken. 

“The building simply pulled apart and 
fell in. Enough iron was used in the front 
and rear walls to bulld a man-of-war. The 
walls were tremendously loaded with this 
weight and were topheavy. The weight of 
the walls had evidently strained the spikes 
before the fire, the force of the ex- 
plosion drove the front and rear walls out- 
ward. If the building had been properly 
anchored the lumns would have been 
left standing en the explosion occurred 
and the force of the explosion would have 
torn out the iron and glass filling between 
the columns in the front and rear walis.”’ 

Simon Florsheim of the Chicago Corset 
company, for whom the building was erect- 


ed at a cost of $112,000, said he gave the 


architect carte blanche for a substantial, 
mill-constructed building. The building was 
so well liked by insurance people, he de- 
clared, that he secured a very advantageous 
rate for it. The building was leased to the 
A. H. Andrews Furniture company before 
it waserected. It was afterwards sold to the 
Ayer estate for $225,000. :

Building Commissioner McAndrews said 
he did not suppose any one could be held for 
the defects in the construction of the build- 
ing, as it was likely the building conformed 
to the building ordinances in force when it 
was erected.

Mrs. M. E. Harris’ Body Found. 


All of Wednesday night an engine com- 
pany continued to pour water on the twisted 
mass of ruins and by daylight it was pos- 
sible to begin the work of recovering the 
bodies. The gang of fifty men under Bat- 
talion Chief Horan were rewarded al 6:30 
a. m. for their work with the discovery of 
the body of a woman at the foot of the 
elevator shaft and stairway in the north- 
east corner of the building. This body was 
later identified as that of Mrs. M. E. Harris, 
357 Ohio street, who was employed as a hook- 
keeper by W. A. Olmsted. 

All morning the firemen were occupied 
with removing the heavy charred timbers 
from the front part of the building,'where 
the mass was lightest, and shortly after 1 
o’clock the men saw the uplifted knee of a 
body protruding from a pile of timbers. 
Ropes and pike poles were brought in and 
the overlying mass of débris pulled azide. 
The body was burned so badly it was im- 
possible to identify it. It is believed to be 
the body of C. A. Price, cashier of the Olm- 
sted company. | | 

Nearly an hour later the gang of men en- 
gaged in pulling away the twisted screening 
of the elevator shart and removing the tim- 
bers of the stairway found another body. 
The clothing was fairly intact and in the 
pockets were found two bank books bear- 
ing the name of Harry L. Nelson. There 
was a gold watch and two rings on the body. 
George A. Fair. manager of the Schiller 
Theater, later identified the body as that 
of his son-in-law. Nelson was a chemist 
in the employ of the Olmsted company, and 
is also supposed to have been caught on the 
stairway. | 

Although the firemen worked hard ail aft- 
ernoon no more bodies were found. Their 
efforts were confined to the northeast cor- 
ner of the building, where other bodies are 
supposed to be hidden. It seems quite cer- 
tain that many of the missing met death on 
the stairway. This would be the place 
théy all would haye rushed for first and 
its collapse must have entrapped them. 

The ruins still send forth a cloud of steam, 
which curls out among the protruding tim- 
bers of the immense mass in the center of 
the building. High up on this pile an engine 
company was kept at work in what seemed 
to be a vain effort to subdue the smoldering 
fire buried far below them. — :

In explaining his position yesterday Mr.

“ The burning of the Ayer Building showed 
that structures on streets in which the loop 
runs are more hagardous than those on 
streets unincumbered with the elevated, I 
stood where I could watch the work of the 
firemen. I don’t mean to say that they 
could have saved that building; it was 
doomed from the first minute. But its burn- 
ing emphasizes what the Fifth avenue fires 
showed, that the elevated lessens the pos- 
sibility of extinguishing @ blaze. 

“The rates charged at present for build- 
ings on the line of the loop do not compen- 
sate for the extra risk involved. They shouid 
be raised fully 25 per cent in order to make 
up for the probability of total loss if fire oc- 
curs. As long a5 the elevated is on the 
streets and the insurance companies are 
liable to lose money through it, a rate shouid 
be paid them commensurate with the peril 
of loss. We will reduce our lines on the 


Union Loop route.” |

The largest audience of the current opera 

season was present at the “ Die Walkiire ”’ 
performance in the Auditorium last night. 
Two. singers, Mme. Nordica, the Brunhilde, 
and Mr. Bispham, the Wotan, will present 
the identical roles in the forthcoming cycles 
in London. Yet another American singer, 
and one who will beyond doubt win distinc- 
tion, was Mrs Rains, the Hunding of the 
cast. With Herr Kraus as Siegmund, Frau 
Gadski es Sieglinde, Frau Staudig! as 
Fricka, and Mr. Damrosch conducting, a 
well rounded performance resulted, a fact 
ecarcely necessary to chronicle. 
' In the case of Herr Kraus, as was men- 
tioned in the review of his Tinnhauser ap- 
pearance, anticipations were fulfilled. His 
vocal method is thoroughly German, and in 
accepting him one must accept him from the 
German point of view. Yet in the second 
act he sang in more than one instance with 
genuine vocal beauty. In this act it was 
that he proved as well more acceptable in 
action, for during the opening one both in 
gesture and attitude there was absence of 
prompting motive. Later, possibly because 
he had lost self-conseiousness in the role, or 
for some other reason gratifying as to out- 
come, no metter what it may have been, 
this disturbing course, which frequently sug- 
gested nothing, was abandoned. As a nat- 
ural consequence, there came a gain in dig- 
nity as well as in coherence. 


Kraus as Siegmund. 


Herr Kraus is a fine appearing Siegmund, 
heroic of mold, and in this respect fulfills 
exacting demand. In volume his voice is 
adequate evidently to all Wagnerian emer- 
gencies, and there is left the firm assurance 
that the last act of Siegfried, the rock of 
misfortune to the generality of tenors, will 
find him as fresh as the first. With con- 
tinued service in Amefica and association 
with other artists than those of his own 
nationality there “will doubtless come im- 
provement in his vocal methods. The voice 
itself is a fine one and its volume excep- 
tional. 

As an instance of vocal improvement Frau 
Gadski should in this connection be men- 
tioned, for she has gained both in tone and 
in the use of her voice. Her Sieglinde is 
today, as it was when she first came to us, 
at once a pleasing anda satisfactory im- 
personation. 

The assertion must be withdrawn of which 
we once heard so much, that America has 
produced great vocal artists only among the 
women singers. It may have been because 
of the quality of pathos in Mr. Bispham’s 
voice, or it may have been because of di- 
rectness in appeal of the réle of Wotan, but 
no part that he hes yet given can be re- 
called as showing him to such advantage. 

The dignity of his impersonation was so 
genuine and the intelligence and refinement 
of his work so convincing that in recalling 
Wotans none can cause forget- 
ulness of his. Particularly were 
his scenes with Mme. 

Last night was the first time Mme. Nor- 
dica, the only Anglo-Saxon who has learned 
and sung the three Brunhildes, has been 
heard here in “ Die Walkiire.” The music 
lies, excepting the cry, for the greater part 
in the mezzo-soprano voice. 

There is no opportunity for a display of 
brilliancy of voice as consequence, but there 
fs room for much beside. And of. those 
points Mme. Nordica made fine use.. Above 
all she is a musical Brunhilde. Next in 
mention is the girlighness with which she 
invests the part. ThfSugh a long procession 
cf robustly developed. Brunhildes of Ama- 
zonian tendencies we have grown rather to 
regard them as established precedent. But 
this Brunhilde is always alluded to in the 
text as “ child.”’ The Brunhilde in “ Die 
Walktire”’ is the first stage in her develop- 
ment, which finds a culmination in “ Die 
Godtterdammerung.” 

These distinguishing traits of the first of 
the Brtinhildes have’ been generally lost 
sight of in the treatment of the character, 
which springs customarily full formed with- 
out the purposed phases of transition. As 
she grasped the development from _ girl- 
hood to woman hood in her portrayal of Elsa, 
Mme. Nordica has grasped this important 
note in her portrayal of “ Die Walktre” 
Briinhilde. This course has brought to 
Mme. Nordica 
Wagnerian artist equally with her vocal 
endowments. In the minor, yet important 
details of pose and gesture and in the thor- 
ough self-command the sjnger showed her- 
self possessed in this latest of her roles of 
the finish that has marked her in kindred 
ones preceding. But above all it was a 
musical Briinhilde, and that is a phase all 
too frequently forgotten along with the 
psychological tendencies. 


In the Audience. 


It was not a Wagner audience, but an 
audience appreciative of Wagner. The un- 
diluted article would not have interrup-ed 
the singers at certain points, as last night 
was the case. But it wag an enthusiastic 
audience, one which must have proved an 
exceedingly gratifying one to sing to and in- 
evitable of .response from those engaged. 
Beyond interruption of the scene by ap- 
plause the artists were-repeatedly called be 
fore the curtain. iis 

Tonight “ Siegfried" will be given the 
single performance to be granted the work 
during the Damrosch-Ellis season and with 
the following cast:

On the following day, it is claimed, mem 
of Sigma Chi fraternity made the announce- 
ment that the resignations had not been ac- 
cepted by their order and that at a meetifiy 
held the previous evening Sloane and Candit 
had been expelled from the fraternity tm 
disgrace. The two men contradicted ttfo 
announcement by the statemént that they 
had already been initiated to Phi Kappa Sig- 
ma when the meeting of their old fraternity 
was called. From the ensuing fraternity 
squabble came the charges which have 
caused the disgrace of thetwo men. __ 

These charges were laid before the faculty 
by Sigma Chi men, and on Monday Sipane 
and Condit were notified.

| Value and Are Iikely to Be. 
Cheaper Yet.

New York, March 17.~The stock market 
began to act naturally today. As common 
sense observers were quite able to foresee it 
has provéd a good deal easier to put up 
prices than to keep them up. Not in a long 
time has there been seen sueh an exhibition 
of reckless manipulation as was in evidence 
and influential durifg the first three days of 
this week, and today’s collapse brings no 
surprise. 

As pointed out distinctly in these dis- 
patches, the maaipulation which buoyed the 
market up was a palpable effort at*impost- 
ure—an endeavor to fool investors and trad- 
ers into the notion that all that was bad in 
the Spanish situation nad not only been dis- 
counted, but disposed of. Such expressions 
of fact have not rhymed with the fashion- 
able proclamations of Stock Exchange ma- 
nipulators and the smart rallies on Monday, 
and Tuesday, and Wednesday successively 
have been much paraded to offset the truth. 
The way in which quotations slid off today 
fairly of their own accord, is ample attesta- 
tion of how aftificial has been the recent 
boominess. 

Personally, I can see ninety-nine bull fac- 
tors in the situation to one that is bearish. 
But the bearish one is at the moment of 
such dreadful consequence that it overshad- 
ows and practically eliminates all the rest, 
so far as immediate security market condi- 
tions are involved. The general business 
situation warrants unbounded enthusiasm. 
Internationally, financial relationships are 
splendidly in our*favor. Unprecedented 
prosperity thrusts evidences of itself from 
almost every commercial and industrial nook 
and ¢ranny. But to all the good that fs in the 
situation there is the peril of war. 

Sane men cannot buy securities ina situa- 
tion so full of threatening uncertainties. Al- 
ready Wall street is crowded with bargains. 
Long lists of stocks and bonds are selling be- 
low what intrinsically they are worth, what 
their fair market value can be appraised to 
be on the basis of their dividend and tntcrest 
returns. But cheap things can be cheaper, 
and they are likely to be. This is not the 
strut of a personal opinion.. It reflects the 
careful calculation of authorities in the 
financial world who have won positions by 
ability to see beyond the petty manipulative 
work of cliques figuring for a day.,

W. P. Boudinot, Said to Be a Morphine 
Victim, Wanders from His Home 


at Tahlequah, Ind. T. 


W. P. Boudinot, ew years old, who wan- 
dered from Tahlequah, Ind. T., some time 
, and has been traced to Chicago by his 
son, F. J. Boudinot, is now being searched 
for by the Chicago police. The old man has 
in his possession $530, and it is feared that 
he may fall a victim to robbers. The younger 
Boudinot told the police he had learned that 
his father had reached the Illinois Central 
depot Tuesday night. 

Relatives of the missing man planned re- 
cently to place him in a private sanitarium, 
he having become a wreck, it is said, from 
the use of morphine. This he objected to. 
Last Sunday night he left his daughter’s 
home in Tahlequah, ostensibly to visit his 
son at Fort Gibson, a few miles distant. The 
next day it was learned he had gone to 
Kansas City instead. His son followed him 
to Kansas City, but upon his arrival learned 
of his father’s departure but an hour before 
for St. Louls. He followed him there, and 
later to East St. Louis, and thence to 
Chicago. 

W. P. Boudinot was wealthy at one time, 
but his love for morphine, it is said, wrecked 
his fortune. His son and daughter, the 
former an attorney, hold respected positions 
in Tahlequah and Fort Gibson, Boudinot 
Sr. is described as 5 feet ¥ inches tall, 
with long gray hair and mustache and heavy 
gray eyebrows. When last seen he’ wore 
dark clothes and a brown overcoat. He car- 
ried ‘a telescope valise, in which was $500 in 
$50 bills, which he drew from the Tahlequah 
Bank last Saturday.

SHARP RESOLUTION PASSED. 


_ Johnson and McEniry Try to Defend 


Themselves. 


PARTY 18 NOW BADLY DIVIDED. 


Galesburg, Ill., March 17.—[{Special.]—The 

ts of the Tenth, Eleventh, Four- 

teenth, and Fifteenth Congressional Dis- 

tricts met here today in pursuance to a call 
issued bythe State Central committee. 

The assemblage was supposed to be peace- 
ful and harmonious as a May day. It start- 
ed out with harmony spread all over the 
face of the earth, and it wound up in a nasty 
row. A little clause in the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions did the work. 
The State committee, through its chairman 
and secretary, tried to subdue the rising 
gtorm. The committee took the bits in its 
jeeth and such a row and such a tumult 
as came are never seen except in Democratic 
assemblages. Here is the tire brand: 

‘We denounce the legislation of the Re- 
publican party in lilinois in its careful con- 
sideration of the interests of trusts and mo- 
nopolies by means of boodle, a noted in- 
stance of which was the passing of the no- 
torious Allen bill, theréby debauching the 
representatives of the people and bringing 


- into disrepute our republican form of gov- 


ernment. We denounce the action of J. Ri- 
ley Tanner in calling a special session of the 
General Assembly at an expense to the tax- 
payers of $200,000, for the sole purpose of 
enacting vicious legislation; the revenue 
law, which was framed so as to favor the 
tax dodger, while it increased the burdens 
of the honest citizen, and the illegal gerry- 
mander of the State so as to disfranchise a 
large number of voters.”’ 

There sat upon the floor, among other dis- 
tinguished nages, Representatives 
Johnson of Whiteside, McEniry of Rock Is- 
land, wire of Woodford, and Perry of 
Brown. ey were at peace with the world, 
enjoying the speeches, and they felt within 
themselves it was a good thing they had 
come to Galesburg. Johnson and McEniry 
had voted for the Allen bill; Perry of Brown 
was on record as having supported it, but 
he always claimed he did nothing of the 
sort, and that the record to that effect was 
incorrect. McGuire fought the bill from one 
end of the road to the other. Ex-Senator 
Meredith Walker of Fulton was presiding, 
and the chairman of the committee, Mr. Bas- 
tian of Whiteside, read the report. Johnson 
got on his feet in an Instant. He was mad 
to the core. 


No Boodle, Says Johnson. 
“ Mr. Chairman,” he shouted, “‘ the reso- 


’ Iutions in the main are satisfactory in every 


sense of the word. The part of the resolu- 
tion referring to the Allen bill comes from 
Republican newspapers and is inspired by 
Republican sources, The Allen bill was as 
just and fair as any bill that ever came be- 
fore the General Assembly. I voted for the 
measure, and I will not sit here and allow 
that resolution to be adopted without enter- 
ing my test. Lam ready here, or at any 
time, to et any man who may want to 
discuss with me the merits and demerits of 
Now as to the talk about 
boodle in connection with the Allen bill. 
There is nothing in it. The talk came from 
the Republican press and Republican 
sources who wanted to kill the bill. They 
therefore cried out against it in their en- 
deavors to beat it. I therefore move to 
table that portion of the resolution.”’ 
McGuire was om his feet in a second. He 
threw away a cigar he had just gotten under 
headway and demanded recognition. Half 
a dozen countrymen got the matter into a 


- parliamentary tangle, but McGuire held the 


. floor just the same. He was hot under the 
collar, and when Walker recognized him 
he said: 

“I want to say I was also a member of 
that Legislature which made itself odious. 
I was a Representative therein. While I 
respect the opinion of my friend, Mr. John- 
son of Whiteside, and admit his ability 
to back up any statement he may make, I 
have opinions of my own concerning the 
Allen bill. I do not care to speak of the 
matter here, but I feel that I have to.” 


‘Then a lump canie in McGuire’s throat and 


he paused for a second. Presently he sub- 
dued his feelings and shouted at the top of 
his voice: “ It is as infamous and corrupt 


measure as passed a General As-. 


pembly.” 

. The audience, with three on four excep- 
tions, broke out in violent cheers, and Mc- 
Guire went ahead. 


“It wes loaded with corruption, pushed | 


on by boodle. It was passed by boodle, and» 
I am willing to take the consequences.’ 


Again the audience howled with delight, | 


but McGuire was just getting under full | 
steam. He said: “‘1 was not in Mr. Yerkes’ 
but I know he was a potent 
factor in the private rooms of the hotel and 
that he directed gthe business. I believe 
the bill was carried by corrupt means antl 
by Mr. Yerkes’ money. I sincerely hope 
. that the resolutions as reported by the com- 
mittee will receive a unanimous vote here.” 


Another Supporter. 

Then there were more cheers and Mc- 
Eniry obtained recognition. He said: “If 
Mr. McGutre believes any money was spent 
for the Allen bill he knew his duty—to wit: 
to go before the grand jury and give in his 
evidence. Mr. McGuire has more knowledge 
of Mr. Yerkes’ movements in Springfield 
than I have. I do not believe there was 
any money spent for the Allen bill. It was 
all newspaper talk. It came from Chicago 
and a few little presses out in the State 
who said the bill was infamous.”

McEniry then went on to explain at 


some length the provisions of the bill, claim- 
ing it simply gave City Councils the right | 


to extend the franchises of street car com- 


panies. As City Attorney of Rock Island he 
had drawn up an ordinance extending the

FOR A BOARD CONTROL 


SENATE PASSES THE BY A 
Goop MAJORITY. | 
Proposed tdi for the Management of 
the State Institutions of the Hawk- 
eye State Is Half a Law and Will Be 
Taken Up for Consideration in the 
Lower Branch of the Legislature 
Next Monday—Its . Final Passage 


Des Moines, Ia’, March 17.—[Special.]—The 
Board of Control bill finally passed the Sen- 
ate this forenoon by a vote of 31 to 16. .It 
was immediately sent to the House and will 
be reported next Monday. The bill as it 
passed the Senate establishes a Board of 
Control with practically executive powers 
over all State institutions except 60" 
tional. It goes into effect on July 1. e 
board is to consist of three members, each 
,receiving a salary of $3,000 per annum, and to 
. be appointed by the Governor. The board is 
“given practically unlimited authority to 
manage the eleemosynary institutions of the 
State, but it must make a complete report to 
each session of the Legislature. Advocates 
of the law claim its operation will result,in a 
saving to the taxpayers of the State over 
$300,000 annually. 

It was immediately sent over to the House, 


where the reading of the message was re- 
ceived With applause. It was referred to 
the special Committee on Board of Control, 
and will be reported for consideration next 
Monday. The House committee will stb- 
stitute the Senate bill for its bill, with ad- 
dition of the provisions that the board shall 
have supervisory powers with regard to 
the expenditures of the educational insti 
tutions.
